As the Twig Is Bent So Will the Tree Grow 


We have compiled the following from several 
different’ sources, and frog the writings of sev- 
eral different people, and commend it to our 
school authorities, our city council, our board 
of county supervisors and our citizens generally. 
As the twig is bent so will the tree grow. If 
the plant be not nourished there will be no fruit. 
The child plant must be given attention or our 
coming manhood and womanhood will not be 
‘such as it should be. In this connection we again 
desire to point out to the city council, the civic 
bodies of both men and wemen and the public 


|.in general that Richmond has no playgrounds 


and no parks, and that. it is little short of 
criminal’ to delay this important and vital mat- 
‘ter any longer. Even tannels, highways, inner 
harbors and factories can wait, if necessary, as 
at best when simmered down they are all but 
mnstters of dollars and-cents, but the parks and 
playgrounds must not wait any longer, for they 
are matters of life and death, matters which 
effect the present and future growth, health 
and welfare of our children, matters pertaining 
to our. duty to the rising generation which is 
to take our places in but a few short years. 
One writer says: ‘‘Why have playgrounds?

needs a playground because his growth 


because,* aceordingly, he will never grow up— 
cr he will grow up stunted or perverted—if he 


. is denied those opportunities and obects to which 


liis vital, instinctive and formative activities 
relate. Play and opporunities for play are not 
a luxury, but a vital necessity for children. 
Nature has so ordered that the chief business 
of the children during their early years is to 
Flay, if they are to grow normally. It is tne 
Jaw of their lives. Deprive them of their play 
spaces, and neglect their need and wise lead- 
ership in the exercise of this fundamental need 
of their natures, and we have struck a death 
blow to all that is finest and best in ‘their lives.”’ 

Park-departments in many of our large cities, 
instead of putting up ‘‘keep off the grass’’ 
signs have opened a part of the grounds for the 
use of the children, equipping them 
paratus and putting a trained leader in charge. 

Boards of education in our cities have recog- 
nized the fact that play is educational, and are 
turning their school vards into playgrounds. 
‘Better a playground without a school house 
than a school house without a playground,”’ says 
a.noted medical writer; but not only are our 
educators realizing the need of using the school 
yards, but they have become aroused to the 
reasonableness of the proposition that if our 
school buildings are used only 25 per cent of 
the daytime for study, they should be used some 
of the remaining tinue. for play; and so, in many 
“eommunities recreation centers have been opened 
where the children may go for a good time, 
not only ‘the younger children, but the older 
boys and girls who have left sehool to ga. to 
work may come in the evenings to enjoy clubs 
of all kinds, dancing and gymnastie exercises. 

Zone Gale, in her ‘‘Mothers to Men,’’ makes 
this appeal, and it should be heard all over the 
“world. She says: ‘‘The town’s nethin’ but

Nevertheless, amid. their tables and 
learned technicalities the— average 
mother stands bewildered and must 
perforce turn back to common sense, 
experience and motherly instinct. It 
is here that every mother should bave 
some knowledge of the chemistry of 
common food. She should know some- 
thing about selecting and combining 
such things as are in chemical bar- 
mony. She should know something 
about the requirements of the infant 
body and in what particular respect 
it differs from that of the adult. 
Every mother should endeaver to 
feed herself so as to nourish her baby |

VER 350,000 children die in the 
United States every year from 
“preventable disorders.” Most 
of these, it is true, are under 

two years of age, but this furnishes 
pretty good evidence that a vast army 
of little fellows merge from infancy 
into youth every year who have bare- 
ly escaped the grave. 

In the city of New York alone 20,700 
children under two years of age die 
every year from what might also be 
termed “preventable diseases." Dur- 
ing the months of July and August 
last year 2,886 children under two 
years of age died-in that-city from 
diarrheal causes alone—that is to say. 
of intestinal trouble, which, in its last 
analysis, means wrong eating. 

It is fair to assume that mothers in 
New York city know as much about 
feeding as do the. mothers in other 
American cities—in other words, it is 
reasonable to conclude that mothers in | 
other American cities are as ignorant 
on this question as are the mothers: fh + 
New York. This being true, it is’ evi- 


this cannot be done and artificial feed- 
ing-becomes necessary then the prepa 
ration of baby food becomes of great 
importance. Cow's milk. of course, is 
the logical substitute for mother's 
milk, but, taken whole or natural, it 
is too high if proteids and too low in 
sugar; therefore, in order to make a 
healthy baby food, it must be modified 
according to the Reantesmeets of the 
infant body. 
Formula For Humanizing Cow’s Milk. 
The nurse or mother should prepare 
an amount sufficient for only one day's 
supply at a time after the following 
formula:

Cream .. 2 ounces 
Milk .. 2 ounces 
Water 15 ounces 


Milk sugar .... 
Limewater ... 


4 level teaspoonfuls 
2 teaspoonfuls, or % ounce 

This should be thoroughly mixed, 
ptaced in the bottle and set in warm 
water until it is brought to 'the tem- 
perature of breaSt milk. The above 
formula can be used during the first 
month of baby's life. 

The baby shouldbe given the first 
day five to six feedings of about one 
ounce at intervals of from three to 
four hours; the second day. seven to 
eizht feedings: third to tenth day, 
nine to twelve feedings of not more 
than one ounce ata time two to two and 
one-half-hours apart. During the sec- 
ond, third and fourth weeks it can be- 
given about ten feedings a day and 
from two to two and one-half ounces 
at each feeding. 

The formula for the second and third 
months should contain more cream and 
a fraction less milk and a slight in- 
crease of milk sugar. and it should be 
fed seven or eight times a day, ranging 
from three to four ounces at a feed- 
ing.

This being true, it is unreasonable to

Amount and frequency of ir 
should be about as follows: 

Fourth, fifth and sixth month, five te 
six feedings a day, four to six ounces’ 
at each feeding. 

Seventh. eighth and ninth month, 
about five feedings a day and six to 
seven ounces at a feeding. 

Tenth, eleventh: and twelfth month, 
five feedings a day and from six to 
eight ounces at’each feeding. 

Mothers shovld be extremely care- 
ful to get pure milk. This is of pri- 
mary importance. ‘The milk sugar and. 
limewater can be purchased at any 
first class drug store. The mother 
should exercise careful vigilance dnd 
judgment, especially in reference to 
the quantity given at each feeding and 
the frequency. The momént the child 
shows symptoms of oveffeeding the 
quantity of cream and the amount of 
milk should be reduced. In fact, it is 
-healthful and often necessary to. allow 
the child an opportunity to get hungry. 
The digestion of many a baby is total- 
ly ruined by continuous feeding \which 
is often done out of motherly sym- 
pathy or merely to keep baby quiet. 

Every baby is, tn fact. a sort of pris- 
oner. It is overdressed. overfed and 
overcared for. The clothing of chil- 
dren should serve only the purpose of 
warmth. The long skirt on the infant 
and -other useless ornamentations are 
almost as barbaric as to tattoo its skin 
or lacerate its ears. The infant body 
needs exercise. Its legs and hands 
are about all it can more. and to con 
fine these In a bundie of clothing that 
.2ot only prevents motion. but causes 
an excess of heft, t& inexcusable. ig-

Wherever the health question has 
been closely investigated astonishing 
revelations have been made. The fa- 
mous committee of “one hundred” ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt to look 
into the health ofthe nation reported 
that ‘2,000,000 people die every year 
‘in ‘the. United States because. they 
do not know how to live.”
